Fighting Ships. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 13. — The 
Senate passed and sent to the White 
House today the administration’s 
billion-dollar naval expansion bill. 
The measure, pending in Congress 
since; February, authorizes the con- 


struction of 46 new fighting ships, 


26 auxiliaries and 950 airplanes. 
Funds to carry out the program 
must be appropriated later. 
Admiral William D. Leahy said 
after a White House conference 
today the navy had recommended 


that Congress be asked to provide 
$12,000,000 immediately to start the 
work. The navy proposes to start 
building two cruisers, some planes 
and several auxiliaries, he said. 

Indicating no request for more 
battleships was contemplated, 
Leahy said the navy did not plan 
to have more than six capital craft 
under construction at one time. 
Two are building, Congress included 
funds for two more in the $546,000,- 
000 appropriation bill for the next 
fiscal year, and Roosevelt asked 
for funds in a deficiency appropri- 
ation request for the fifth and sixth. 

Separate bills originally were 
passed by both chambers, A joint 
committee worked out a compro- 
mise ‘carrying authorizations esti- 
mated at $1,090,000,000, and this was 
approved in the House, 67 to 31, 

ednesday. 

Three new battleships and two 
20,000-ton aircraft carriers are pro- 
vided by the compromise bill. The 
battleships will be limited to 35,000 
tons, unless the President finds that 
larger vessels are necessary in the 
interest of national defense. On 
such a finding, ships of up to 45,000 
tons may be built. 

After adoption of the conference 


report Senator King (Dem.), Utah, 


attacked a provision in the bill 
which would permit the President 
to order the construction of $3,000,- 
000 lighter-than-air craft. 

“I am amazed that this country 
should be constructing dirigibles 
again,” King said, referring to the 
disasters which overtook the U. 8.

Mata Hari ranks in history as 
the greatest of all women spies, yet 
another woman has emerged to tell 
how she destroyed Mata Hari as 
a lesser spy than herself. 

The executioner was Anne Marie 
Lesser, a German World War spy 
known to the French as “Mademoi- 
selle Docteur,” the “Black Cat” and 
other pseudonyms. 

“Mata Hari was one of my vic- 
tims,” she told doctors on her death- 
bed. “I engaged her, but one day 
she told me she did not want to 
continue the work. She had had 
enough, or she was afraid. I don't 
know which. 

But for one who has been a. spy. 
there is no retreat. I tried to con- 
vince her, without success, Then 
I did for her what others would 
have done for me. I had her killed, 
As was customary, I arranged that 
the French should receive all the 
necessary evidence for her arrest. 


“But her death was easy. She 
was condemned and was waiting 
for the end in her cell when a man 
came to her and whispered: ‘Fear 
nothing, Mata Hari. Everything 


has been arranged for your escape.

Temporarily Restrained 
With Other Officers of 


Pressmen From Expelling 
Chicago Members. 


THREATS ALLEGED 
TO CONTROL LOCAL 


Its Officials Called ‘Charlie 
McCarthys of Master in 
Tennessee’—No Election 
Since 1928. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, May 13. — United 
States Senator George L. Ber- 
ry of Tennessee and 11 oth- 
er international and Chicago 
officers of the International Print- 
ing Pressmen's and Assistants’ Un- 
ion, of which Berry has been pres- 
ident for 27 years, were restrained 
in a temporary injunction issued 
yesterday by Judge Grover C, Nie- 
meyer of Superior Court from ex- 
pelling old members of Franklin 
Local No. 4 here, intimidating mem- 
bers or issuing membership cards 
to new applicants, pending the out- 
come of an accounting suit brought 
by 23 members of the local. 

The suit alleges that Berry and 
other officers have refused to per- 
mit an election in the local since 
1928, and that members who have 
tried to bring about an election 
either have been intimidated or 


threatened with expulsion from the 


union. 
Offers “Charlie McCarthy.” 

In arguing his petition for the 
injunction, Attorney James E. Dan- 
leis declared that union funds were 
used to pay non-existing officers 
and that local officers of the union 
are “Charlie McCarthys for their 
master in Tennessee.” 

In issuing the restraining order, 
Judge Niemeyer said: “It follows 
naturally that the litigants should 
be protected until the case is dis- 
posed of. Unless this relief were 
granted, the whole suit would be 
meaningless.” 

The court, however, refused a re- 

quest by Daniels that an order be 
— to compel the reinstatement 
of a member of the union, who, 
Daniels charged, had been er- 
pelled in anticipation” of the suit. 

More than $41,800 has been paid 
into the local since the last account- 
ing rendered, the petition ‘alleges, 
and members do not even know 
what bank it is kept in. When 
members of the local sought a fi- 
nancial statement from interna- 
tional officers, they were told it 
would be unwise to render an ac- 
counting as racketeers might be 
encouraged to attempt to gain con- 
trol of the union, the petition al- 
leges. Senator Berry was named 
as one of the defendants in the ac- 
tion, because it is alleged interna- 
tional officers interfered with the 
affairs of the local. 

Charges of Coercion. 


The petition alleged further that 


union meetings were conducted with 
strong-arm men in attendance, that 
any member asking questions is si- 
lenced, and that one member was 
expelled for demanding at a meet- 
ing of the loca] that an election be 
called. 

The suit was filed in the Superior 
Court two weeks ago after a simi- 
lar suit in United States. District 
Court here had been dismissed for 
want of jurisdiction because there 
was no diversity of citizenship 
among the plaintiffs. 

While the suit was filed by only 
23 members of the union, Daniels 
gaid more than 350 others had 
asked to become parties to it. 

It is the second suit brought by 
members of a Chicago local against 
Berry and his associates. In 1921 
Chicago local No. 5 brought suit 
for accounting on a contract for 
the purchase of electric power for 
union facilities at the international 
headquarters near Rogersville, 
Tenn, 

The case was heard in the United 
States Federal Court for the Hast- 
ern District of Tennessee, which or- 
dered the return by Berry of $165,- 
000 to the international union. 

Berry has successfully resisted 
all efforts for a call of a national 
convention at which national offi- 
cers could be questioned. The last 
convention was held in 1928. The 
next one normally would have been 
held in 1930, but was not called 
after Berry reported that such a 
meeting would cost $100,000, an 
amount which he said was needed 
for the union’s pension fund.

300 MORE JEWISH REFUGEES

Liner Manhattan Arrives at New 
York With Latest Contin- 
gent From Germany.

NEW YORK, May 13. — The 
number of Jewish refugees who 
have arrived from Europe in the 
last three weeks reached 1000 today, 
whenu 300 from Germany came in 
on the liner Manhattan. Most of 
them were professional men.

HENLEIN, NAZI LEADER 
4S LONDON TALS 


He Discusses Sudeten Situation 
With British Officials, 
Also Sees Churchill. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 13.—The pres 
ence of Czechoslovakia’s Nazi lead- 
er, Konrad Henlein in London gave 
Great Britain an opportunity today 
to try again to settle the Sudeten 


German problem. 
The Sudeten leader arrived sud- 
denly by air last night and pre- 


sumably awaited a talk with Brit- 
ish officials, who with French of- 
ficials are seeking to mediate the 

uabble between the Henlein and 
the Czechoslovak Government. 

The British plan is to urge Hen- 
lein to modify his demand that the 
Government grant extensive favors 
to his minority group. Under Brit- 
ish-French prssure President Edu- 
ard Benes and Premier Milan Hod- 
za now are working on legisia- 
tion intended to meet the demand 
in part. 

Henlein went info seclusion as 
soon as he arrived in London. He 
gave no inkling of the purpose of 
his visit, but it was said he would 
remain here over the week-end to 
— the Sudeten German prob- 

Later, he had luncheon with 
Winston Churchill, former first lord 
of the admiralty, who wants the 
Western democracies to block Hit- 
ler’s advance in the East. 

It was understood, however, that 
he will see Sir Robert G. Vansit- 
tart, permanent Undersecretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, to get 
the official British point of view 
that peaceable settlement of the 
Sudeten German quarrel with the 
Czechoslovak Government is a re- 
quisite for European appeasement. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair, leader of 


the Liberal opposition in the House 


of Commons, also was a guest at 
the luncheon in Churchill’s London 
flat. His presence emphasized that 
the talk with Henlein was not of an - 
official character. 

Henlein’s meeting with Churchill 
and Sinclair was believed intended 
to offset encouragement he might 
get from what is known as the Brit- 
ish-German group—persons promi- 
nent in British public life, including 
many in the House of Lords, advo- 
cating agreement. with 

Some thought the British might 
try to persuade Henlein to drop 
his demand that Czechoslovekia

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PLACING OLD-AGE PENSIONS IN JEOPARDY. 

After three months in which old-age pension rolls 
showed small declines, checks mailed for May show 
an increase of 77 persons, or a total of 72,394—mean- 
ing that nearly one out of every two persons in Mis- 
souri over the age of 70 is still receiving aid. It is 
absurd to suppose that, in the tenth richest State in 
the Union, aged persons to this number are eli- 
gible under the terms of the constitutional amend- 
ment and the pension statute. 

In a speech at Hannibal recently, Gov. Stark re- 
stated his position on the question. He said that no 
truly eligible person need fear severance from the 
Tolls; “in fact, the worthy and dependent aged have 
a stake in our program of eliminating the undeserv- 
ing. If only the ‘deserving receive benefits, each 
monthly check can be larger.” He repeated his in- 
sistence that the cheaters and chiselers be removed. 
| The few thousand net removals since the Social 
Security Commission began its purge, at the Gov-. 
ernor's order, give little hope that anything like a 
real housecleaning will take place. And the upturn 
for May, despite the fact that 760 pensioners died 
during the month, is downright discouraging.

“To establish relations with de- 
nominational federations of world- 
wide scope and with other ecumen- 
ical movements. ‘ 

“To call world confefences on 
specific subjects as the occasion 
may require, such conferences be- 
ing empowered to publish their own 
findings.” 

American on Committee. 

The United States had one of the 
largest delegations at the confer- 
ence, including Dr. John R. Mott 
of New York, chairman of the In- 
.ernational Missionary Council. Mott 
was named a vice-chairman of a 
provisional committee to act for the 
conferees until the council is es- 
tablished. 

Besides the 18 members from the 
United States and Canada, member- 
ship on the Central Committee 
would be divided thus: Seventeen 
members from orthodox churches of 
the world, apportioned as they may

PRINCETON, N. J., May 13.— 
Norman Thomas, national chair- 
man of the Socialist party, charged 
last night that Mayor Frank Hague 
had reduced his Jersey City con- 


stituents to “a slavery which can- 
not be exceeded by anything in 
Rome or Berlin.” 

Hague’s “sinister power” has per- 
meated all branches of New Jer- 
sey’s government, Thomas told a 
meeting staged by Princeton Univer- 
sity undergraduates in thé campus 
courtyard to “break Hague before 
he breaks New Jersey.” 

Thomas, who charged he was ab- 
ducted by police when he was hus- 
tled from Jersey City on April 30 
as he attempted to make a speech 
without a permit, said Hague “is 
complete bosg of the State.” 7 

Thomas said Hague “controls part 
of the Republican party, all of the 
Democratic, the Legislature, the 
Governor, one United States Sena- 
tor and probably two, and the 
courts—I don’t know how high up.” 

As a result of this influence, 
Thomas declared, he has received 
“at least luke-warm co-operation” 
from the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation in the abduction case.

In pointing out the importance of 
budgeting the dietary department 
of hospitals, Kneifl presented 
figures which showed that this de- 
partment represents almost one- 
third of the total cost of hospital 
operation. 

Following his talk, Miss Inez 
Willson, director of the Department 
of Home Economics of the Na- 
tional Live Stock and Meat Board, 
explained several new procedures 
which have been adopted recently 
in preparation of meats. She said 
cooking at low temperatures has 
been found to increase palatability, 
lessen shrinkage and reduce cost of 
fuel. Considerable interest was 
evinced by the 80 women, members 
and guests of the association, in 
the new reducing diets Miss Will- 
son presented, which purported to 
explode the popular notion that 
meat is an anathema to fat persons. 

Speakers at Morning Session. 

Speaking at this morning’s ses- 
sion, Dr. Wendell Griffith, assist- 
ant professor of biochemistry at 
the St. Louis University School of 
Medicine, declared that fact and 
fancy had become almost insepara- 
ble in the mind of the public on 
matters of diet. 

Dr. Grififth discussed briefly the 
vast increase of milk in England 
since establishment of the Milk 
Board and remarked that little had 
been accomplished toward provid- 
ing standards of quality. The great- 
est dietary problem today, he said, 
is that of making available to all 
persons a verre of protective 
foods. 

Miss Wilma Mittelberg, director 
of cafeterias in the University City 
public school system, spoke on the 
opportunities existing in schools for 
trained dietitians. She said there 
was a movement to eliminate the 
concession method of operating 
school cafeterias and to carry into 
the lunchrooms the principles of 
diet taught to children in the class- 
rooms. 

Another Paper on Hospitals. 

A paper by Miss E. Muriel Ans- 
combe, superintendent of Jewish 
Hospital, who is seriously ill at the 
hospital; was read in her absence.

of Jewish births in Vienna had 

to 720—that is four a thou- 


rate anywhere on record, and the 
number of deaths during the same 
year amounted to 2824—that is to 
17 a thousand. Besides, 620 per- 
gons left the community and only 
262 joined it. In short, in that one 
year, not counting emigration, the 
Jewish population of Vienna de- 


alike the birth rate 
among the Jewish upper and middle 
classes is very low—on the Euro- 
pean continent much lower than 
among the non-Jews—and Vienrs 
Jewry belongs almost entirely to 
these classes. Great numbers among 
them were, even before the advent 
of the Nazis, in very straitened cir- 
cumstances. But these people were, 
most of them, impoverished rather 
than poor, and the “nouveaux pau- 
vres have naturally the lowest 
birth rate. 

The disruption of the Hapsburg 
monarchy, the Kronen “deroute,” 
and the progressive decay of Vienna 
had destroyed much of their occu- 
pations and substance, while the 
growth of anti-Semitism under Doll- 
fuss and Schuschnigg was still fur- 
ther narrowing the range of em- 
ployment for their children. 

Many Jews Left Austria. 

In consequence a good many 
young Jews have left Austria in the 
last 10 or 15. years. In Germany, 
after five years of Nazi govern- 
ment, about half of the Jewish pop- 
ulation is over 50 years of age, the 
young having naturally emigrated 
in much larger numbers. 

In Vienna, owing to the excep- 
tionally low birth rate since the 
war and to the economic factors, 
this e has probably been reached 
iy. THis simplifies, in a way, 
what might be called the “active 
solution” of the problem. But the 
fate of the many lonely elderly peo- 
ple who can neither hope for suc- 
cessful resettlement abroad nor haye 
anyone to join there will be bitter 
indeed. A large number among 
them have for years past lived on 
the brink of destitution or were 
supported by others who, under the 
changed conditions, will not be able 
to support them any longer. No 
wonder that an almost unparalleled 


number of suicides is daily occur- 


ring among the Vienna Jews and 
non-Aryans. . 
Numbers Exaggerated. 
The number of Jews and non- 
Aryans is as difficult to assess in 
Vienna as in Germany, and simi- 


lar exaggerations are committed in 


estimating it. Some even maintain 
that the Jews and non-Aryan Chris- 
tians form together about 40 per 
cent of ‘Vienga’s population—which 
is an obvious absurdity.. The vast 
majority of the Jews and nearly all 
the traceable non-Aryans belong to 
the upper and middle classes, as in- 
termarriages and baptisms were 
virtually limited to the educated. 
If therefore the Jews and non 
_Aryan Christians formed together 
anything like 40 per cent of the 
population, the upper and middle 
classes, adding their Aryan mem- 
bers, would have to include more 
than half the population, which is 
clearly impossible. 
The non-Aryan Christians in 
may be, and probably are, 


about equal in number to the Jews, 


and if that is so these two groups 

| form the greater part of 
Vienna's educated and well-to-do 
inhabitants, which adds to the 
social-revolutionary joys of the 
Nazi upheaval, For there would 
obviously. be much less fun in mak- 
ing people scrub pavements, or 
wash windows, whose profession or 


habit it is to do so every day than 


to set such tasks to men and wom- 
en of. standing and refinement. 
2 Nazi Methods. 
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; Austrian Germans have contribut- 


ed dispropo tely little to the 
cultural and economic development 
of Vienna. . 

Best-Known Intellectuals Jews. 


“The best-known Vienna intellec- 
tuals—at least, most of those known 


abroad—are (or were) Jews: 
bnitzler and Werfel among writ- 
ers, Freud and Adler among psy- 
chologists, Friedjung, Redlich and 
Pribram among historians, Mahler 
among musicians, to say nothing 
of doctors and scientists. With 
these men and their potential suc- 
cessors the best part of what the 
world was accustomed to consider 
Vienna culture will be laid to rest. 
The Austrian “Aryan” lower mid- 
dle class has produced Hitler, who 
most truly represents its spirit—a 
mixture of, the lower middle class 
anti-Semitism of suburban Vienna 
with the racial Pan-Germanism of 
Graz and the Sudetenland. This 
the Austrians have given to the 
common German Fatherland (Hit- 
ler proudly describes himself as 
„Austria's historic contribution to 
the great German Reich”). It now 
comes back to them, developed and 
systematized in German, and it will 
continue in Austria its work of de- 
struction. 7 
* Destroying a Civilization. 
Industry and 4 
were to an overwhelming extent in 
Jewish hands, and among the Ar- 
yan industrialists,/eyven in the past, 


some of the most prominent were 


Protestant imm ts from the 
Reich. The Jews will now be sys- 
tematically squeezed out of their 
economic positions, but so much 
seems certain — that their places 
will not be filled by Austrian Ar- 
yans but by German brethreh from 
across the frontier, especially as 
those branches of Austrian trade 
alone have a chance of developing 
or surviving. which can be .co-ordi- 
nated with or, still more, subordi- 
nated to the economy of Germany. 

Both culturally and economically 
Vienna will change into a: provin- 
cial German town, a superior Linz. 
But then Linz and not Vienna was 
Hitler’s home and spiritual milieu.

SAID yesterday that I had been studying some articles in a homeo- 

pathic medical journal and found them very little different from 

those of the regular profession. Because of wide interest in it, I take 
the liberty of quoting from an article on the treatment of gall bladder 
disease. : 

It is said that 50 per cént of those in 
jadult life suffer with some trouble with the 
gall bladder, either mild inflammation: or 
stones. Furthermore, it appears that these 
cases are probably increasing numerically. 
It is suggested that the change is due to 
giving up Shank’s mare and the horse and 
buggy for the present day motor car. This 
lack of exercise and loss of daily walking 
is possibly responsible for a sluggish diges- 
tive tract, which leads to gall bladder infec- 
tion. Most of these patients are treated hy 
25 2 diet and medicines rather than by operation. 

a = Diet is considered to be very important. 
OR. CLENDENING. A patient with a mild gall bladder infec- 
tion, just enough to give slight pain and slight d tic. symptoms, 
must be willing for now and all time to eliminate foods from his 
diet as are rich in fat—pork, nuts, cheese, liver, eggs, ice cream, choco- 
late, sweetbreads, mackerel, salmon, fried foods and gravies. The pa- 
tients themselves eventually learn that these foods disagree with them, 
but by that time the damage has taken place. 

Exercise: Regular and reasonable exercise is used in all cases.
